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The Importance of “R.P.M.” 


N his introductory speech to the new Vauxhall models, described elsewhere 
in this issue, Sir Charles Bartlett, the managing director, spoke wisely on the 
subject of resale price maintenance. In doing so, he reinforced the views 

expressed in the statement on the subject recently issued by the industry, for the 
superficial attractiveness of price competition can easily blind the public to its 
dangers as applied to certain goods; of these, cars are perhaps the outstanding 
example. 

As the industry so rightly remarks, cars are not so much “consumer goods” 
(especially these days) as a form of capital investment, and their maintenance as 
such has been regarded as a duty by the suppliers. As a result, a vast and intricate 
system of service facilities has been built up and maintained on the existing margins, 
and any lessening of those margins must result in a falling-off in efficiency, for 
any economy that a dealer practises in order to steal a march on his competitors 
must be at the expense of the service he offers. This is not to say that certain 
small economies might not well be made, even at the expense of the dealer’s own 
pocket, but a continuous process must lead to encroachment elsewhere. At a certain 
point vehicles on the road are affected, and at that point mechanical safety is also 
threatened. 

As Sir Charles remarked, resale price maintenance is not synonymous with a 
price ring, as the manufacturers’ existing price policy demonstrates. Firms 
announce reductions and increases from time to time quite independently of each 
other, and certain firms—notably Jaguar—provide value for money that compares 
extremely favourably with the offerings of others. There is thus a healthy com- 
petition at the source, and, under resale price maintenance, the manufacturer is 
able indirectly to control after-sales service by his insistence on quality in return 
for a fair margin. But if that control is abolished by abolition of the method, 
the reputation of the product can suffer, and with it the buyer and the prestige of 
the country’s leading export industry. 


Reporting an Accident 


F a motorist who has an accident not involving personal injury exchanges name 
and address and details of the vehicle with the other party, there is no obliga- 
tion to report to the police under the Road Traffic Act. It is an offence not to 

report the accident only if details are not given. 

Recently cases have come to our notice where accidents occurred, all the neces- 
sary information was exchanged and drivers departed with mutual assurances that 
the subsequent claims would be settled as expeditiously as possible. On the one 
side details were passed on to the insurers and it was assumed that the matter 
would be settled peaceably between the companies concerned. 

But a few days later policemen turned up with summonses. It seemed that the 
other driver, in each case, had reported post-haste to a police station and had there 
given an account of the accident which presented his own action in the most favour- 
able possible light. Careless driving charges were made, solicitors’ letters arrived for 
damages, and the arguments of the defence to the charge of careless driving, and the 
settling of the insurance claim, were very gravely prejudiced. 

This is sharp practice, but the police can scarcely be blamed for their procedure 
as they have only the one report on which to take action. It is also, of course, 
conduct which is probably effective in the settling of the claim from the one side 
without loss of a no-claim bonus or any blot on the insured’s record 

Although it is a nuisance to report an unimportant collision, if by any chance 
motorists are involved in any accident our advice is to report it to the police at the 
earliest opportunity, as well, of course, as the insurance company. Protection is 
thus given against a prejudiced report being submitted by the other side.

especially at the front, and the front tyres do not then 
accurately track over the road surface. 

From the foregoing, it will be seen that the various forces 
acting on a car during cornering tend to push down the 
nose of the car and increase the weight and side thrust on 
the outside front tyre which itself is being rolled laterally 
on its tread, on a road surface cambered to accelerate the 
centrifugal action on the car. A sensitive driver can feel, 
and often hear) the appalling strain on this tyre if a corner 
has to be taken quickly, although such conditions are 
naturally avoided in the ordinary way. 

Taking the four tyres of the car as a whole, it can be 
estimated that the relative degrees of wear on right-hand 
cornering, are, front outside tyre 60 per cent, front inside 
20 per cent, rear outside 15 per cent, rear inside 5 per cent, 
these figures varying according to tyre pressures, surface of 
the road and efficiency of the suspension of the car generally. 
Where, however, the bend has a properly superelevated 
surface, these figures would be considerably altered and tyre 
loadings and wear would tend to be more evenly distributed, 
and the wear and tear on the car would be reduced. And 
as far as actual comfort in riding and steering are concerned, 
the elevated bend gives immediate and pleasant evidence of 
this ; indeed, where new roads have been rebuilt on a correct 


basis, the car will almost “steer itself” around turns on 
the highway, as though it were on an efficiently designed 
railway track 

To be economical, it is essential as conditions are at 
present, and where fairly fast motoring is indulged in, to 
change wheels frequently to even out tyre wear, as often as 
at 2,000-mile intervals, not excluding the spare wheel, which 
is so often forgotten. During the proceedings it is worth 
time and effort to examine the rate and nature of tread wear 
of each particular tyre, and to check air pressures, and also 
the tyre pressure gauge itself. Under-inflation is fatal for 
tread life, leading to lumpy and distorted wear and hidden 
damage to tyre walls 

The traditional method of wheel change is to move the 
left side front wheel to the right side front, which then 
replaces the right side rear wheel in its turn round (in 
clockwise form as seen from above the car). The right side 
rear then goes into the spare wheel locker, the spare taking 
the place of the left side rear wheel, and so on until the 
complete change of wheels is effected. Another arrangement 
is to change the left side front wheel over to the right side 
rear and so on, this scheme being possibly the better of the

Before proceeding with details of 
checking and installing the gauge, 1 may 
be well to indicate some of its uses. For 
a full account of what one can find out 
about an engine with its aid, the reader 
must turn to a good manual on auto- 
mobile engineering Briefly, an engine 
with good compression will als » suck well 
and produce a big depressior in the in- 
ducnon manifold. Faulty pistons, cylin- 
ders, valves, and leaking gaskets or 
carburettors will decrease the degree of 
depression. If one or two of the cylinders 
are poor, this will be reflected in a very 
unsteady reading of the vacuum gauge 
when the engine is tcking over A 
modern engine, idling at the working 
temperature (with petrol drain pipe 
temporarily plugged) should give a read- 
ing of 18 to 22in depression, or 24,000 
to 33,000ft on the altimeter. A low com- 
pression engine should record between 
15 and 18in, or 18,000 to 24,000ft on the 
altimeter. These values hold between sea 
level and 1,000ft. If the tests are made 
at a station between 1,000 and 2,000ft 
above sea level the depression ranges will 
be one inch lower than those given above 


All-round Check 


Checks can also be made on the car- 
burettor setting, ignition timmg, and the 
operation of the automatic advance-and- 
retard mechanism, as well as on the con- 
dinon of the exhaust system 

If one drives at all times so as to pre- 
serve the maximum depression as shown 
on the gauge, then economies in fuel con- 
sumption result 

All these things I can now do from the 
driving seat—and morc! By soldermg a 
two-way cock on to the pipe at the back 
of the altimeter, it 1s possible, with a flick 
of the finger, to disconnect it from the 
induction manifold so that it reads altitude 
and, at a known altitude, tells me how the 
‘weather glass” is doing. Although the 
uninitiated make the inevitable enquiry 
“An altimeter! Expecting to take off, old 
>”, the fact remains that the mstru- 
ment will register quite small differences 
in height—100ft or less. When touring in 
rolling country it 1s Most instructive to 
vatch the movements of the needle, which 
may tell you that the rise you have now 
topped is, in fact, higher than the one you 
have just left, in spite of appearances to 
the contrary. 

The two-way cock was easily made 
from an ordinary gas cock by drilling a 
small hole at 90 deg to, and connecting

When buying such an altimeter, check 
it for obvious damage such as a loose 
needle. At the 18,000ft mark there is a 
small hole in the dial, and wirning the 
knob at the base of the instrument should 
bring a white line into view (if it cannot 
already be seen). When this line is 
brought into register with the marks on 
the edge of the hole the alumeter needle 
should be very nearly at zero. Allowance 
must, of course, be made for altitude and 
barometric pressure at the place and tume. 
In central London, in steady, fine weather, 
the needle should be very close to zero. 


Vacuum Test 


Remove the cap from the outlet tube 
and give the instrument a good suck, at 
once closing the tube with the tongue. If 
the altimeter is still airtight, the needle 
should go to 4,000ft and stay there untl 
the tongue is removed from the tube. All 
this can be achieved single-handed with 
the aid of a mirror! 

If the only mstruments available do not 
hold the partial vacuum, they can easily 
be made airtight by painting a shellac 
jomnting compound round the edge of the 
glass and along all other apparent seams, 
not forgetting the pipe at the back. This 
operanon is best carried out with the in- 
strument under steady, gentle suction, as 
from a vacuum cleaner. Continue to apply 
the “dope” until a steady maximum 
reading is obtamed. Then wipe off the 
surplus with a rag moistened with methy- 
lated spirit and put the instrument aside 
overnight to allow the shellac to harden.

light for maneeuvring purposes, which, coupled with a ont 
lock, makes the car very manageable when it has to be 
handled in a fairly confined space. The slight amount 
of inherent understeer that is displayed helps to over- 
come the disadvantage of what is, by British standards, 
a large number of turns from lock to lock. The car corners 
well both on fast open bends and on tight corners, although 
a certain amount of tyre squeal is noticeable at high speed. 

The suspension, independent by coil springs at the front 
and half-elliptic at the rear, gives an even ride and is very 
satisfactory both on high-speed concrete roads and rough 
surfaces, such as Belgian pavé, although on “colonial ” séc- 
tions a certain amount of bounce is felt at very low speeds. 
A very limited amount of roll is experienced, a favourable 
state of affairs owed, perhaps, to the front anti-roll bar being 
assisted by transverse inclined piston-type shock absorbers, 
which are attached to the rear axle casing. 

Bonded linings are used in the 11-inch diameter hydraulic 
brakes, which, though stopping the car quite effectively, 
tend to have a slight delayed action effect similar to that 
experienced with some types of mechanical self-energizing 
brakes. This means that a rather heavy initial pres- 


A more convenient entry to the wide front seat could hardly 
be desired. For an American car, the facia is restrained. 
The central grille is designed to house a radio, which was not 
fitted on this car and there is a concealed ashtray with plate 
“ stubbing.’’ A camera, maps, electric torch and other odd- 
ments all go easily together into the right-hand side glove 
locker, which is automatically lit. The control quadrant 
for the Powerglide transmission is placed over the steering 
column, and twin controls for the fresh-air heating system 
are fitted below the grille. 


Simplicity, inside as well as out, is maintained by the grey 
cloth upholstery.

Apart from preventing incidental damage that could occur 
if this movement were made inadvertently, it is a distinct 
advantage when manoeuvring in close quarters, where 
numerous changes of direction are required, to be able to 
move the lever from the forward to reverse position or vice 
versa before the car is absolutely motionless. 

The driving position is good, and all controls are con- 
veniently placed ; the driving seat is adjustable for leg length, 
and gives good support to shoulder and leg, preventing 
physical fatigue even after a long period of continuous 
driving. The instruments and minor controls are grouped 
conveniently in front of the driver. A circular speedometer 
is close to the right of the steering column, and a similar 
dial to the left houses the petrol, oil, water and dynamo 
charge gauges. Both groups of dials are set rather far back 
in the facia, and are provided with polished bezels. The 
brilliance of the instrument lighting can be varied by means 
of a rheostat built into the main light switch. 

Diametrically opposite the five-position steering column 
transmission — is mounted the switch controlling the 
winking type traffic signals, with an indicator light to warn

Although the interior fittings are not lavish, they cover 
the needs of most owners.

Mounted on the back of the 
front seat is a rope to carry rugs or coats. Also in the rear 
of the car, above the doors, are fitted two small coat hooks. 
Ash trays and a cigarette lighter are part of the standard 
equipment. The head lights, and audible warning in the 
form of powerful electric horns, are well up to the require- 
ments of the vehicle. 

Starting from cold was at all times instantaneous, and the 
manually operated choke could be pushed in almost 
immediately after the engine had fired. There was, however, 
one point that needed to be watched: with the choke out, 
the engine tick-over speed was sufficiently high to cause an 
appreciable amount of creep if the hand selector lever was 
not in the neutral or park position. 

In keeping with the generous layout of the rest of the 
car, the luggage locker is of ample proportions, and although 
it also contains the spare wheel and tools, there was no 
difficulty in housing five or six suitcases as well as the usual 
bulky test gear. 

The Chevrolet Powerglide can be considered a very 
practical and robust vehicle, capable of good work even 
under some of the toughest operating conditions.

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T had been obvious for a long time that my host had 
similar tastes to my own.. We had both been to sea 
in the past—and liked it; we both had a great affection 

for the English countryside; we both owned 1}-litre M.G.s 
(and liked them, too), and we both attempted to convey to 
others in writing something of the pleasures we experienced 
behind the wheel. The name “ Longships” in this connec- 
tion may be familiar to older readers, and it is sufficient to 
say that it was to “Longships’” Devon home that the 1} 
took us for the purpose of exploring the by-ways of Devon 
and Somerset, from the Culme Valley northwards to Exmoor 
and the Bristol Channel. 

Our host, owing to his long years of service as a doctor 
in the Navy, was for the occasion promoted to commodore 
of the convoy; his present shore-going practice having, also, 
enabled him to acquire a certain knowledge of the navigation 
of some of the lesser-known Devon lanes which it was 
thought might prove useful during our weekends. His 
tastes resulted in a route that no motorist could fail to enjoy. 
Certainly we were bound to enjoy it, conditioned, as we 
were, by the gracious hospitality of an English country home, 
and not even one day of almost continuous rain was able 
to mar that enjoyment, for the route had been cunningly 
planned to give a kick to the driving, and that kick is 
fortunately independent of weather. The convoy set out on 
time, two green cars strong, completely in the hands of the 
commodore, the navigators having a day off. 

This route, then, must be taken for what it is—one of 
really narrow but quite easy lanes, provided you are not 
afraid of reversing, and of stiff gradients occasionally necessi- 
tating first gear. As a measure of their character, none on 
the route is as difficult as Porlock Hill, which was included 
in the tour.

TWO 1}-LITRE M.C.s MAKE 
AN EXMOOR VOYACE

to it is a spot named Verbeer on the map. Verbeer is obvi- 
ously no English name, although the splendid-old country 
house that it describes is as English as it can be. It is 
set some way back from the road near the old village, and 
possesses Jacobean panelling and a Georgian front, while 
trees, walled garden and stableyard complete the traditional 
picture. 

But the name. Right back—13th century or so—the 
Dutch are supposed to have landed in the neighbourhood of 
Plymouth and made their way towards London. One or 
two sensible fellows dropped out on the way, deciding that 
Devon was good enough for them, and established such 
farmsteads as Verbeer. It claims to be one of the original 
buildings of the village of Willand, along with the church. 
The third was burned down some years ago. 

We were away to Tiverton, which, on casual acquaintance, 
might be dismissed as a pleasant country town, with a 
chuckle over the enormous knife-and-fork sign on a shop in 
the main street. That would be a pity, for Tiverton has 
some surprising corners. Peep through an arch in an 
ordinary fagade and a 14th-century alley may reward you. 
Peep through a certain arch and the reward will be Old 
Blundells, the original buildings of the famous school, 
warmly grey beyond the green lawns that Devon rain makes 
easy of growth. Tread softly up the churchyard path, also, 
and scan the south wall, richly carved with emblems of 
trade and industry, nautical motifs being predominant. 
These are the highlights of a workaday picture. 

To the north-west the land rises towards Exmoor, and 
from the main road we struck off into the lanes, making for 
Molland. I could appreciate why the commodore had fitted 
Windtone horns in place of the rather undignified cheep 
that is standard on the M.G., for most of the corners are 
blind. As “next in line” we enjoyed a field day of observa- 
tion, having only to keep the tail of the leading M.G. in 
sight. As a consequence the rosebay, the honeysuckle, the 
ferns, mosses and lush grasses of the Devon hedgerows could 
be admired (the honeysuckle could be smelt, drifting in the 
windows on the warm, wet, western air). The rain hissed 
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softly down, punctuated by the snick-snick of the gear lever, 
continually in use. Up, down and round, and suddenly 
there was Molland, cream walls and thatch, nasturtiums and 
Dorothy Perkins ramblers, aglow against the grey of the 

y. 

Molland has claims to fame, for West Molland manor 
was formerly the seat of the famous Devon family of Cour- 
tenay. In the church there is a double heart-stone which 
forms the receptacle for the hearts of one of the Courtenays 
and his wife, the family’s arms being carried on the stone. 
As if this were not sufficient county influence, Molland 
7 stands on the River Yeo, a Devon name if ever there was 
=i one. North of the village rises Anstey Common, and up 

‘ the steep hill past Cussacombe Gate* the commodore’s car 
swept up to the moor. 


The Moors 


Above about 1,000ft in Devon the character of the scene 
changes abruptly. Bracken fights the heather for pride of 
place in the sun, and grey stone crops out of the purple 
and green. The gentle summits are a great sweep of colour, 
contrasting with the small-squared chequerboard pattern of 
the farmed land lower down. On a fine day you can see 
into Cornwall from up on Moor, and you might 
acknowledge your debt to a certain Froude Hancock, who 
did much to make this moor accessible. He is commemor- 
ated in a singularly tasteful way, by a great natural boulder 
out in the heather on which his name and dates of birth 
and death have been carved. 

From Cussacombe Gate (1,207ft), the road follows the 
hog-back of the moor towards Dulverton, plunging down 
after reaching Five Cross Ways into a steep coombe, through 
which flows Danes Brook, the border of Devon and Somer- 
set. At a crossing point—Glade Bridge—we lunched, con- 
templating a steep ascent on the other side, and, after a 
short warming-up the M.G.s leaped up on to the 
plateau. This was one of the climbs on which first gear 
was needed. Momentarily—and relatively—the car drops 
down again at Withypool, and again at Exford, but the 
heights are dominant until you have crossed Codsend Moors 
and are skirting Dunkery Hill on the right. 

Here the characteristic Exmoor coombe intrudes 
as the road zig-zags down through the trees towards Clout- 
sham. The bracken proves less suppressive of the short 
turf than might be expected, the stream splashes along 
from boulder to boulder in the valley. You must ford this 
stream at Cloutsham, and during a period of heavy rain a

reconnaissance is advisable; later the packhorse bridge over 
Horner Water, to the left of the road, should not be missed. 
And then, suddenly, you are out on holiday route A39, and 
within a mile of Porlock village. “Shall we climb Por- 
lock? ” asked the commodore. “ My car has not yet done it, 
and I want a comparison with my previous one.” 

“Neither has mine, and it would be a pity to come to 
the West Country and not to climb Porlock.” We trickled 
through the village, thronged with cars and wet holiday-

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makers, now drying off a little in the pale sunshine that had 
at last peeped through the low cloud. 

Too many of us, I think, tend to assume that everyone 
knows Porlock and climbs it successfully, but the local 
garage proprietor can put us right on that, as also could the 
scene that afternoon. Two cars were stopped in trouble on 
the hill, and it was, as usual during holidays, watched by 
spectators at the two hairpins low down. I would not mini- 
mize the climb, which is decidedly stiff, and is bound to call 
for first gear on the less powerful cars, as well as a sharp haul 
round on the first hairpin. If in doubt, take the toll road 
(as hundreds do). If in doubt as to a skilful change down 
into bottom gear, take proper notice of the sign that reads 
“Bottom gear now” but make sure that your speed has 
dropped sufficiently for successful engagement. If blithely 
confident, speed into the first hairpin in second gear, at high 
revs, and make a smart change into bottom gear as soon 
as the revs have fallen on the hairpin, which they will 
quickly do. Never mind the disappointment on the faces 
of the spectators as the lever goes in. The pleasure’s yours!

could probably do with decarbonization needed first gear 
over three sections. It is a long climb—deceptively long— 
but the toll road, with its easier gradient, is longer. It is 
also much more scenic, for Porlock Bay, a gentle curve 
outlined in the white of Bristol Channel wavelets, comes 
into.view several times from varying heights.

rain to which the Devon greenery is owed, and as such 
better able to be borne with equanimity. We cut from A39 
over the hill through Wootton Courtney to Timberscombe 
on A396, and along that winding main road, clinging to the 
valley of the River Exe, with all that that implies in scenery, 
we went fast home. 

But we had not finished with homes of beauty. The 
Sunday broke with brilliant sunshine and 
peng and the hours before it yas necessary to head Lon- 
donwards again could be well spent. After turning right 
in Cullompton’s main street, which is also A38, we climbed 
into the lanes again towards Butterleigh and up the hill 
on which stands Hillersdon House. From this high 
vantage-point one can look north-east towards Taunton and 
be rewarded by field and farmstead, copse and hillcrest, 
spread in a pattern that is not quite Devon, not quite Somer- 
set; which is as it should be near the border. 

Our host and hostess now adopted that conspiratorial air 
that says, “ Ah, but wait.” We were quite content to do so, 
for the lanes under the sun poured their gold and green 
into the atmosphere. A mile or two beyond Butterieigh, 
following the road through the valley past Great Dorweeke 
Farm, we suddenly came out on to A396 near Bickleigh, 
crossed the ancient stone bridge over the Exe (Cadeleigh 
Bridge), parked and strolled back to admire the view. 


English Fare 


It is as English as afternoon tea. The river runs quietly 
and smoothly between banks of blossom and green grass. 
On the left bank (the right as you observe it from the bridge) 
flowers and grass are wild—gold of ragwort and St. John’s 
Wort, green of water-meadow; on the opposite side is the 
gaiety of late summer—gladioli, pelargoniums and phlox, off- 
set by close-mown turf. You may lunch on this bank, at 
a thatched cottage by the riverside, along the village street, 
and in the goldfish pond you might recognize Doris and 
Rufus—but that is another story. 

However, this is not the piéce de résistance of this part of 
Devon. Over the bridge is a sharp left-hand turn, the road 

running along on the bank of the river, under the trees, to 
what the map calls Bickleigh Court; with less than justice, 
for it is Bickleigh Castle. Not much appears to have been 
published about Bickleigh Castle, but it is an ancient castle, 
painstakingly restored to a beauty that is rarely surpassed. 

How far one go and peer at such residences is a 
moot point, but Bickleigh | Castle is quite grresistible, and the 
owner can but feel flattered at your tribute. The English 
are, when they choose to be, great craftsmen in stone and 
real artists in a garden, and here is proof of it. Drive 
softly, park gently, and pay tribute. Then cross the road. 

For the restoration did not stop at the castle. Opposite it 
stood a cattle byre up to 1929, when the true purpose of the 
ancient stone building was once more fulfilled, for it was 
really a Saxon chapel. Here, a similar restoration has been 
carried out, but here it has been imbued with something 
spiritual and the result is, in some peculiar way, very mov- 
ing. The simple and tiny chapel grips the imagination. 
“ For where two or three are gathered together in My name, 
there am I in the midst of them.” In this ancient place of 
worship, the words from St. Matthew are very apt. 

Outside, a similar care has been lavished on the chapel’s 
setting, for the south door gives on to a garden walled in 
stone. The centre is a lawn, while a two-feet border, 
massed in flowers, shelters under the wall. The top of the 
wall has been thatched with an increasingly rare skill. 

This, then, is the gem hiding in this part of Devon. It 
should be allowed its sanctity, attracting only those who 
really wish to seek it out and are ready to pay due regard 
to the proper feelings of its owner. 

The tramp of sightseers on the Saxon flags would be sacri- 
legious; the soft steps of the two or three, the moment of 
meditation, and the willing acknowledgment of the power of 
Christianity, remain right and proper.

I sawed my lovely mahogany dashboard 
from an enormous piece of timber pre- 
sented by a friend, Major P. Jackson, and 
over 100 years old (the wood, that is).

“RETURN TO NORMANDY” 


HIS is one of those rare books which 
the reviewer finds that he has pro- 
mised to several friends before he has 

even finished it himself (Return to Nor- 
mandy, by Vivian Rowe. Evans Brothers, 
Ltd., Montague House, Russell Square, 
London, W.C.1, 12s 6d). How the author 
amassed his amazing knowledge of this 
part of France is a matter for marvel, 
although he gives a hint from time to 
time. How he came to love it as he so 
obviously does is revealed by the text 
itself, for Mr. Rowe is not content merely 
to record the beauties that meet the eye. 
His book is well placed in the “ Windows 
on the World” series from this publisher, 
for no one who glances through this par- 
ticular window (of Gothic elegance, 
surely) can fail to want to throw or — 
door and book a passage to le 
Normandy, to the 
inevitably suggest William the Conqueror, 
and the book subtly places William in his 
important position in + “or his- 
tory.

And there is the author, diffident, 
humorous, polite and ever charming, 
taking the reader through Normandy, 
pointing out a scene there, an architec- 
tural detail here, and always successfully 
conveying the subtle atmosphere that dis- 
tinguishes Normandy from other parts of 
France.

realize that the Caen of the invasion is 
also the Caen of the Conqueror. 

Mr. Rowe is obviously, primarily, the 
traveller on foot, or perhaps on the chance 
farm cart that overtakes him. But he is 
not unkind to the car, although he recom- 
mends it for those who have not the 
energy for other forms of travel. Ah no! 
The car is more than a mobile bathchair, 
for it is the one means of seeing much of 
the world in the short time at most 
people’s disposal, and a quick impression, 
even of No y, is better than none 
at all.

ONE-HANDED DRIVING 
And Other Ineptitudes 


{63602.}—I read with interest your leader under the above 
heading (August 17) and I couldn't agree more with you on this 
undesirable practice. It is but rarely one notes any hand signals 
which can be understood. There is no doubt that it is time 
that much more attention was given to this important point by 
driving teachers and examiners. 

It is particularly noticeable during this holiday period that the 
standard of driving is lamentably poor and so few people seem 
to know how to make a left- or right-hand turn correctly. If 
they intend turning to the left they usually veer off to the right 
and then without any warning turn sharp left just as an unsus- 
pecting follower might be attempting to pass on the inside 
Conversely, if the intention is to turn to the right, they veer over 
to the left in such a position that if they have to stop to wait for 
any oncoming traffic to pass (which frequently happens) those 
following are completely held up and so another jam starts to 
build up 

With regard to parking on the wrong side of the road at night, 
since reading your note on this point I have questioned some 
five or six motorists and not one was aware that such a law 
existed. Start a campaign, Mr. Editor, and get the A.A., R.A.C., 
and other motoring bodies to wake up to the congestion which 
is at present existent on the roads, which I feel can be greatly 
minimized by educating the motorist to a better and safer tech- 
nique.

GRAVITY DEFIED 
An Experience in Wild Wales

Hip and Thigh

I agreed that the hip-joint is capable of all the movements 
ascribed to it, but I do not agree with the limitations put on 
the movements of the other joints 

It is true that in practice the knee joint, being provided with 
very strong bands or hgaments, ts capable only of flexion and 
extension, but it is possible also to obtain a very small amount of 
lateral movement and of rotation 

The ankle joint, however, can provide all the movements, 
although in different degrees, ascribed to the hip joint If it 
could not do so, man could not climb or w alk on rough ground 

Admittedly a hinge joint is not as mechanically sound or a 
stable as is a ball and socket, but this difference does not enter 
into their uses for moving a clutch pedal, as it need be con 
sidered only under conditions providing much greater strain 

It was stated that considerable muscle tone is needed to producc 
enough power and control in overcoming a strong spring. I 
believe that what the writer meant was that considerable muscle 
power was needed to overcome the strength of the spring and 
tone to give control of the movement. Let us consider what 
happens when the clutch pedal is depressed with the foot. If 
the heel is kept off the floor, the pedal is depressed through 
extension of the hip and knee and ankle. The knee, as your 
correspondent said, moves but little as a joint, the main power 
being supplied by the large and strong muscles which move 
the hip joint This, I submit, is the natural way, and the more

Support for the Original View 


[63609.}—When The Scribe first wrote in favour of “heel off 
the floor” clutch operation I meant to write and support the 
theory, giving anatomical evidence, having just finished two 
years studying the subject 

Your doctor correspondent (page 938, August 10) states the 
case very clearly and then draws the wrong conclusions. The 
hip joint, as he points out, is very strong, and the muscles 
controlling it are also strong—being those which bring the 
body perpendicular after bending, and so on. The muscles of 
the leg are used in walking for raising the heel when the leg 
concerned is in the forward or backward positions and thus 
need not be so strong. Thus the muscles of the lower leg are 
more readily fatigued than those of the thigh and hip region 
From engineering as well as anatomical reasoning the stress 
is indirectly proportional to the strength—thus the heel on floor 
method will produce fatigue more rapidly (I'd like to know 
which method Alpine Rally drivers use). 


Obviously The Scribe is right because in the “heel off”~ 


position the knee can be flexed slightly and the main thrust 
be taken by the thigh muscles, with five-degree movement 
occurring at the ankle joint—thus using all the muscles and 
obviating fat: By keeping the heel on the floor the move- 
ment is limited to the muscles of the lower leg. 

Furthermore, with the heel on the deck slip is bound to 
occur between shoe and pedal—a feeling which doesn’t allow 
for perfectly graduated control 

I hope I’ve cleared up the point sufficiently. The idea of 
the pedal close to the seat is not good—as, at present, 
pressure can be exerted on the pedal because the back of the 
driver is located in the seat and holds him firm. No support 
is given upwards, however, and so, given a strong enough spring, 
declutching would mean wedging the head against the roof!

THE ALPINE 


Comments from an Experienced Driver 


{63615.}—With reference to your journal's report of the recent 
Alpine Trial (July 27) and to the article by A. G. Douglas Clease 
August 10), I would like to add a few personal impressions 

The Alpine Rally is certainiy one of the most strenuous 
events of all the big rallies and international trials organized 
throughout Europe. For that reason perhaps Mr. Clease con- 
siders ten unpenalized cars out of 65 starters an unusually high 
number. It certainly is, but consider it from the following 
angle: only three of the ten were touring cars, the remainder being 
competition and sports models. Nobody among your com- 
mentators pointed out that the Alpine is the only trial of inter- 
national fame where sports cars are permitted to compete with 
touring cars on equal terms, i.e., with the same average speeds, 
imposed only according to cubic capacity of engines. 

This is certainly a weak point in an otherwise splendid event, 
und I think that the low number of starters is mainly owing to 
the fact that the owners of cars eligible in other events of this 
type, where sports cars are banned, are sure to be outclassed 
by the many sports cars that the best drivers are naturally 
choosing for the Alpine. I remember that in 1949, when com- 
peting in this trial with a Bristol, we often discussed this problem 
nd decided that with a Frazer Nash, a car equipped with 
the same engine as the Bristol but in a sports chassis and 
with a light competition body, the Alpine would be a nice 
holiday trip. The result of the recent event, where this type 
won its class and tied with a car of nearly twice its capacity, con- 
irmed our impression. 

It is very strange to note that, although today the international 
porting calendar is full of different rallies and trials, the 
International Sporting Commission have not yet fixed details 
ruling cars eligible for this type of event. This state of affairs 
naturally mostly affects the private competitors because it cer- 
tainly is not possible to have one car for the Monte Carlo 
Rally, one for the Alpine and another one for the Tour de 
France. Only the Italian Sporting Commission has fixed firm 
rules for the so-called “Grand Tourisme” category. Such 
rules could form a basis for international regulations for cars 
competing in the sports type of rallies (Article 21a of the I.S.C.) 
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with main specifications of eligible cars fixed, and detail modi- 
fications to be outlined in the regulations of the actual ever’, 
following its more or less sporting character

FRONT-WHEEL DRIVE 
Too Much Theory? 


{63616.}—The explanation given by Mr. Cameron C. Ear! 
[63553] of the effect of tracuon or braking on the cornering 
power of the tyre, and which I think he attributes to Mr. Lind 
Walker, was made a good deal earlier than this by M. Paul Frére, 
in his booklet, Traction Avant ou Roues Arriéres Motricés. It 
is nice and tidy, but I feel it is an over-simplification, at least 
for a rolling whecl, since it does not fit all the observed facts 
For instance, Olley (1.A.E. Proceedings, 1947), states that traction 
reduces the cornering power of a tyre, whereas braking increases 
it. The tidy “ mathematical” explananon would show a reduced 
cornering power in each case. Further, while it is fairly easy 
to obtain decelerations with four-wheel brakes of O.85¢, few cars 
when cornering will much exceed a sideways acceleration of 0 S¢,. 
and hardly any reach 0.6g, whereas the “ mathematical ” explana 
ugn suggests that the fore and aft and sideways skidding points 
occur with a disturbing force which bears the same relanonship 
to the load carried in each case 

Finally, on a good surface, I have seen little, if any, indicanon 
that the maximum deceleration is sensitive to tyre inflaton, 
whereas the maximum sideways acceleration is 

Most of these facts are irrelevant to the original discussion and 
are quoted to show that the explanation in Mr. Earl's letter is 
an over-simplification. Olley’s statement, that tractiqn reduces 
the cornering power of a tyre and braking increases it, means 
that Mr. Holland Birkett’s [63513] premise “that the slp angle 
of a tyre under side load is markedly increased by the addinon 
of torque, whether by drive or braking” is only half true, but 
the first conclusion he draws from it, that reduction of drive 
through the tyre reduces understeer tendency, is correct. His 
assumpuon that this results in overstecr is not necessarily correct 
The remainder of his conclusions are therefore “builded on 
sand” and Mr. P. D. Richardson [63522] has already produce 
evidence to show what the behaviour of a Citroen on ice is 
really like DonaLp Bastow

From your remarks it seems that you 
have a flywheel with friction lining 
material attached, in conjunction with the 
second type of clutch Therefore you 
should remove the friction lining material 
from the flywheel, taking care to remove 
burrs from the rivet holes to prevent 
damage to the driven plate, and this should 
then give you the necessary clearance

HE Tour de France Automobile, which 
is an ambitious rally running right 
round France, starting and finishing at 
Nice and going via Luchon, Les Sables 
d'Olonne, Paris, La Baule, Trouville, 
Ostend, Vittel, Colmar and Geneva, com- 
menced on Wednesday and will finish on 
September 12. Meanwhile there are various 
tests en route, such as a hill-climb at 
Luchon, a to-and-fro test at La Baule, a 
flying kilometre at Ostend, a standing start 
5 kilometre acceleration test at Rheims, a 
two-lap race round a quarter-mile circuit 
at Geneva and a hill-climb at La Turbie.

The total entry is rather less than 200, 
and includes such well-known French 
drivers as Luigi Chinetti, Maurice Worms, 
Paul Vallee, Marc Angelvin and Jean 
Sandt.

Clarkson with his 2.3-litre Ferrari.

“THE final Goodwood meeting, the inter- 

national date on September 29, will 
this year include two sports car races and 
no 500 c.c. event.
